I have the honour to submit an annual revort for the year 1961, 
The reauest for this is made in Ministry of Health Circular 1/62 in 
which there is reference to Regulations 5 (3) and 15 (5) of the Public 
Health Officers Regulations, 1959, ‘The report is in a form which meets 
the requirements of the Ministry as summarised in the letters 


The vital statistics for the year were satisfactory, though 
the fact that the number cf deaths outnumbered births by 182 would not 
appear to supnort this statement, However, special circumstances are 
ereated by the presence in the district of a large number of persons (6,843) 
under treatment in hospitals for mental illness, The effect of this 
on the birth and death rates is described in the text of Section 1 of 
the repor'te 


The disposal of the dead is a matter for which local authorities 
have had rcsponsibilities from the earliest days of senitary administrations 
The Council have made adequate provision for earth burial, There is nowa 
strong inclination towards cremation as the most satisfactery method of 
disposal and there are good reasons for a public health authority to 
encourage this, Accordingly the Council have agreed to the anooinvment 
by the Secretary of State for Home Affairs of the Medical Ofricer of 
Health as Medical Referee to the Randalls Park Cromatorium, Leatherhoady 
which was opened in July of this year. 

The incidence of infectious disease was Low with the exception 
of a measles epidemic which was larger than any so far recorded Locally. 
The disease was prevalent throughout the country, | 


The work dene by the Public Health Department in relation to 
focd and housing is to be found in the report of Mre Le Hs Grace, Chicf 
Public Health Inspector. He has dealt also with many other matters of 
importance and intereste He and the members of his staff are deserving 
of commendstion for the conscientious way in which they have carried 
out their dubiese

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POPULATION 


Tho number’ of deaths exceeded the number of live births by 182, 
This situation is created by the existence of the large resident 
population in hospitals situated in the district. A high death rate 
in the hospitals is inevitable because of the advanced age and poor 
state of health of many of the patients on admissions Vacancies caused 
by death are usually filled by new admissions, though there has been a 
decline in the nunber of patients under treatment from 7,819 in 1951 
to 6,843 in 1961, 


The Registrar General's estimate of population for 1961 was 70,060 
and this figure has been used for statistical purposes in the preparation 
of this reports A preliminary report of the Registrar General on the 
Census carried out in 1961 indicates that the population at that tine 
was 71,177, This difference of 1,117 requires attention. From local 
sources of information it was apparent carly in the intercensal period 
that the estimated population figure for the Borough was too lowe ‘The

AMBULANCE FACTLIT TES

PAMILY PLANNING ASSOCIATION'S CLINIC 


4 branch of the Family Planning Association functions in the 
Boroughs It provides a weekly clinic at the Epsom District Hospital 
with the consent of the Hospital Management Committee and the Medical 
Superintendents The medical staff is appointed by the Association 
and is assisted by voluntary workers, The work of the Association is 
concerned with the teaching of contraception to married persons, and

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Se SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 


Epson is supplied by water from the Council's undertaking. 
The water is obtained from deep wells, boring and adits in the chalk 
Situated in East Street, and yields a quantity sufficient for all the 
needs of the comunity, It is chlorinated before distribution, No 
softening process is carried out though it is the Council's intention 
to install a softening process when it is able to cbtain the sanction 
of the Ministry of Health to the financial expenditure. Frequent 
bacterivlogical samples and chemical samples of raw and treated water 
are taken under the direction of the Borough Water Engineers The 
results show that the water pumped to supply has been of good qualitys 


Ewell and the greater part of Cuddington are supplied by the 
Sutton District Water Company with a softened water derived fron wells 
situated at Cheam, Sutton and Woodmansterne, Frequent samples for 
bacteriolugical examination have been taken from premises in this area 
and results found to be satisfactory. Copies of analytical reports 
have also been received at regular intervals on samples taken by the 
Company's officials.

The West Park and Manor Hospitals possess deep wells fron 


which considerable volumes of water are pumped, chlorinated and

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DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


Sewage Disposal 


The treatnent works administered by the Hogsnill Valley Joint 
Sewerage Board, situated in the Borough of Malden and Coombe, receive 
and treat all sewage from the Borough, As a result the condition of 
the Hogsmill Stream, which formerly received the effluent from works in 
Epson and in Ewell, has greatly inproveds 


CGesspools 


There are 59 cesspools in the Borough and at 11 premises pail 
or chemical closets are in use. 


With a view to encouraging vuwners of premises with cesspool 
drainage to connect to the public sewer, where practicable, the Council 
has agreed to a recommendation of the Joint Cesspool Sub=<Cormittec, to 
undertake the work of re=drainage and cinnecticn to the sewer, the cost 
to be net by the owner by repaynent over an agreed period of yearse 


In cases requiring conversion from earth or pail closcts and 
connection to sewer, the Council has agreed to the cost being borne 
equally by the owner and the Corporation, as provided in Section 47 
of the Public Health Act, 1936.

SWIMMING BATHS AND POOLS 


The Municipal Baths are situated in East Street, Epsom and 
comprise a covered swinning bath (convertible into a hal), turkish, 
foam and slipper baths and a cafe. Swinning bath water is subjected 

to continucus filtration and chlorinatione Frequent bacteriological 
exaninaticns are nade to test the efficiency of the purification process. 


There is one privately owned swimming pool in the Borough open 
to the general publics The pool is equipped with plant for continuous 
filtration and chlorination, and the water is subjected to perindical 
bacterivlogical exaninatione 
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Swimming Baths and Pools (cecunts)

Table I includes death rates and incidence rates of the 
notifiable infectious diseases, with the figures for the previous year 
for comparison, Table IV shows the number of cases of infectious 
diseases notified during 1961. 


The presence of several large hospitals in the district 
influences the incidence of infectious diseases. For example, the 
majority of cases of puerperal pyrexia were notified from the Epsom 
District Hospital, though many of the patients were resident in the 
Borough only for the time of their confinemente A column has, there= 
fore, been included in Table IV to show the number of notifications 
relating to patients in hospitals, 


_ Table V shows the incidence of notifiable infectious diseases 
classified according to age and sex, with the exception of tuberculosis 
which is dealt with in Table VII, 


SMALLPOX 


No case of smallpox was notificd during the yeare 


Vaccination against Smallpox 


One thousand and fifteen notifications were received of 
vaccinations performed against smallpox, Of these 747 related to 
primary vaccination and 268 to re=vaccinatione In 496 cases the treat» 
ment was given at clinics and in 519 by family doctors. 


Treatment of children under 1 year of age accounted for 571 
of the primary vaccinations, equivalent to 71% of the births registered 
in the Borough in 1961. The comparable figure for 1960 was 6U% 


SCARLET FEVER 


Twenty=cight cases of scarlet fever were notified compared 
with 46 for the previous year, The incidence rate per 1,000 population 
was 0,40, 


DIPHTHERIA 


No case of diphtheria occurred during the year, and no notifica=- 
tion of the disease has been received since 1954. Figures relating to 
the incidence of diphtheria since 1934 have been summarised in Table VI, 


: The aim is that every child should reccive primary treatmont 
in its first year of life with reinforcing treatment every 3 to 4 years 
up to the end of school life.a It is not claimed, even with such trcate 
ment, that absolute immunisation will be attained by every child, but 
there is clear evidence that the risk of an untreated child contracting 
diphtheria is four times as great as that of an immunised child, and that 
the risk of death is nearly thirty times as grcate 
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Diphtheria (cont. ) 


Treatment can be obtained from general practitioners under the 
terms of the National Health Service Act, or at the clinics arranged by 
the local health authority, these being held at regular intervals at all 
Infant Welfare Centres serving the district, of which details are set 
out on page 11, Clinics at schools are arranged as required by the 
Divisional Medical Officer for pupils requiring treatment.

ACUTE POLIOMYELITIS 


One case of paralytic poliomyelitis was notified during the year. 
The patient was a boy aged 13 years in whom weakness of the legs was 
noticed two weeks after an initial febrile illness, Vaccination against 
poliomyelitis had been completed two years previously. The diagnosis was 
made on clinical evidence and the poliomyelitis virus was not recovered 
fron the faeces, 


Vaccinaticn against Polionyelitis 


Vaccination against poliomyelitis, including oral vaccine, is 
now available for any person wishing to be treateds The age limit for 
the priority group has been raised to forty years, Other priority groups 
include expectant mothers, members of health, hospital, nursing and 
anbulanee services and travellers abroad, if proceeding other than to 
Europe, Canada or the United States of Ancrica, Members of the priority 
groups can apply for treatnent at the County Council's Welfare Clinics, 
or from their own doctors Persons over forty years of age wishing to be 
vaccinated, and not a member of a pricrity group, should consult their 
own doctors 


Notifications have been received that 1,241 persons under 18 


years of age and 1,158 over 18 years of age were vaccinated for the first 
time during the year, and that 5,417 received booster injections, 


MEASLES 
One thousand, one hundred and thirteen cases of neasles were 


notified during the year compared with 158 for 1960, The case rate per 
1,000 population was 15,89 compared with 2,32 in 1960, 
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Measles (conta) 


The number of notifications received was the highest so far 
recorded in Epsom and Ewell, A high incidence of the discase was general 
in England and Wales, and followed the pattern of outbreaks at two 
yearly intervalss. 


Despite the large number affected no death was caused by neasles. 


DYSENTERY 


Eighty-five cases were notified, 4 relating to private 
residents and 81 to paticnts under treatment in mental hospitals, All 
infections were caused by the Sonne bacillii. 


FOOD POISONING 


Fourteen cases of food poisoning were notified giving an 
incidence rate of 0.20 per 1,000 population. In 1960 there were 6 
notifications with an incidence rate of 0.09%. 


All notifications related to private residents, On two 
occasions two members of the same household were affectedg the 
remainder were single and apparently unconnected casese 


With the exception of one patient, from whom it was not 
possible to recover the causative crganisn, all affected persons were 
found to be excreting organisms of the salmonella group. Salmonella 
typhi-nurium was recovered in nine cases and Salmonella enteriditis, 
Salmonella thompson, Salmonella agama and Salmonella heidelburg cach in 
One Casce 


For several reasons it is difficult tc determine the source 


of infection in spasmodic cases of fcod poisoning, It was not possible 
in any of this series of cases to incriminate any particular article of food. 


PUERPERAL PYREXTA 


Hight cases were notified, giving an incidence rate of 99 
per 1,000 live and still births compared with 36 cases and a rate of 43e6 
in 1960, The presence of the large maternity department of the Epson 
District Hospital, which deals with approximately 1,300 births a year, 
has cunsiderable influence on the figuresy and this year seven of the 
notifications were received from the huspital.e Five of these patients 
were admitted fron addresses in neighbouring districts, The cignth 
case occurred in a homo confinenents 


WHOOPING COUGH 


Sixteen cases of whooping cough were notified, the incidence 
rate being 0.23 per 1,000 population, compared with 1.48 in 1960, No 
deaths were registered from the discasc.

EPSOM, LEATHERHEAD AND DISTRICT CARE GOMMITTEE 


The Epsom, Leatherhead and District Tuberculosis Care Committee 
has continued its work with energy during the year under the Chairmanship 
of Alderman Mrs. A. Winter. The Secretary of the Committee is Miss M 
Wright, who is also the Surrey County Council's Care Almoner in the area, 
and the Treasurer is Mre T. Le Flanagans Members of the Committec 
include representatives of the Borough Council, the Leatherhead Urban 
District Council, Associations and Societies interested in social welfare, 
and officers engaged in work connected with health, welfare and relief, 
Thus the Committee is in a good position to help solve the special 
problems of the tuberculous person and the household to which he belongs,

action in tho Courts, details of which are given in the Food and Drugs 
Sections 


In respect of Housing, the progress achieved in 1960 was 
maintained with nearly 200 houses inspected in 1961, The Slum Clearance 
Schemes at Wost Street and The Kingsway, Ewell, neared completion with 
rebuilding at an advanced stage, Preparations for the presentation of 
further Clearance Schemes were commenced, 


One small item concerning a service offered by the Department 
4s the new chargo of 5/~ per property per occurrence for the destruction, 
on complaint, of wasps* nests The Committee wore reluctant to 
introduce a charge for this work, bit were advised to do so on receiving 
a report from the District Auditors 


I would draw your attention to the Section dealing with 
atmcespheric pollution in relation to the use of bituminous coals, and 
the very interesting results of the token Survey showing a marked trend 
to the use of smokeless fucls,»

The spraying of ponds and pools in the Wilmerhatch Lane area 
was carried out as in former years, and in other parts of the Boroughs 
These control measures have largely reduced the nuisance from nosquitocss 


Mortuary 


One hundred and forty-eight bodies have been admitted to the 
nortuary and post=-nortems held during the year, The number includes 64 
bodies fron outside districts, fees amounting to £106, 15, 0, being 
received for the use of the postenorten rouMme 


A refrigeration plant with cold store containing a threestier 
body rack is installed at the Mortuary. 


Pet Animals Act, 1951 


This Act provides that no persons shall keep a pet shop except 
under licence granted by the Local Authority in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act and on payment of a fee not exceeding ten shillings. 
Four applications were received and licences granted in 1961, 


Rag Flock and Other Filling Materials Act, 1951 


There are no premises in the Borough which are subject to 
registration under the provisions of this Act, and no samples of rag 
flock or other fillings were taken during the year. 


Consuner Protection Act, 1961 


This Act cane into foree in August, 1961, repealing the Heating 
Appliances (Fireguards) Act, 1952, and the Oil Burners (Standards) 
Act, 1960. 


Regulations made under the Heating Appliances (Fireguards) 
Act, 1952, however, are continued in force and appliances offered for 
sale have been inspected during the year, with no infringements being 
founds 


In respect of standards for oil burners, Regulations are still 
awaiteds 


Betting and Gaming Act, 1960 


Two applications for permits for the provision of anusenents 
with prizes were received, One was granted, the other being withdrawne 


Noise Abatenent Act, 1960 


This Act which cane into operation on the 27th Novenber, 1960, 
provides that noise or vibration which would amount to a nuisance at 
common law shall be a statutory nuisance which can be dealt with in a 
sinilar manner to nuisances defined in the Public Health Act, 1936. 

Apart from action by a Local Authority, three or more occupiers of land 
or premises who are aggrieved by a noise or vibration nuisance may make a 
complaint to a Magistrate. Other provisions apply to loudspeakers in 
streets, with prohibition of their use, except in special circunstances 
definede 


The administration of this Act became the responsibility of the 
Public Health Committee, Two complaints were received during the year, 
boing dorlt with infornallye us) 
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
